who can be reached 
I£ their 


approval is secured, the measure 
will jje drafted at once and for- 
warded to Sacramento'in order 
that it may be introduced be- 
fore the Legislature adjourns. 


VOTE OP COTJNTY. 


The act will provide that the Super- 
visors may call an election as aoon as 
•they deem expedient for a vote of the 
people upon the issue of bonds to the 
extent of $1,000,000, the money to be 
expended under the legislative con- 
trol of the county. The understand- 
ing will be that the money voted will 
bo invested in stock of the world's 
fair, and that any profits derived from 
the exposition shall return to the 
county. 


In a way this would be carrying out 
the.tentative plan whereby the Cham- 
ber of Commerce directors agreed, at 
one time to stand behind such an 
issue if it was necessary to gain the 
light for San Francisco over New Or- 
leans as the site for the 1915 exposi- 
tion.

"War to the Knife" Is Women's 


Defi; Refuse Alternative 


of Fines 


LONDON, Jan. 29. — "General" Mrs. 


Drummond and thirty other militant 
suffragettes will spend the next four- 
teen days in jail as the result of their 
determination to force David Lloyd 
George, chancellor of the exchequer, 
to receive them in the House of Com- 
mons last evening. 


All the prisoners declared 
after 


they were sentenced today that they 
would start a "hunger strike." Mrs 
Drummond 
complained during the 


hearing that the oollce hart handled 
Her roughly when she was arrested. 
She declared a patrolman Kad thrown 
her in the mud. 
' 


"It Is now war to -the knife," she 


told the magistrate. 
"You and Mr. 


Lloyd ' George have lots of trouble 
ahearl of you. 
You will have to do 


the dirty work and you will have 
plenty -of it." 


The women, all refused the option 


of paying a fine instead of going to 
prison. 


Bow Street Police Court looked like

REFUSE TO LEAVE SCHOOL. 
Superintendent 
James 
detailed 


jriefly the vaccination situation since 
;he reopening of the schools. 
Six or 
so children, he declared, had refused, 
at their 
parents' 
orders, 
to leave 
.he schools. He had forwarded these 
names to Dr. Benton. He asked In- 
structions from the hoard as to the 
jrocedure- 
Deputy District Attorney "Walter J, 
Burpee explained at some length the 
egal aspects of the situation. 
He 


said:'It is the duty of the superintend- 
ent of schools of Berkeley to exclude 
lorcibly if necessary, 
those persons 
:rom the schools who have not 
met 
:he requirements with regard to vac- 
cination that have been imposed by 
the State Board of Health and 
its 
ocal representative, the health offi- 
cer. 
In the cases of those children 


mentioned by Br. Benton in his recent 
.etter, who ha"ve been excluded pre- 
viously from school but who now pre- 
sent certificates of vaccinaOon, 
the 
health officer's demand to see 
the 
icar of their vaccination is justiflec 
under the law. he has the right to 
satisfy himself as he wishes 
to be 
sure of the validity of their vaccina- 
tion.DK. BENTON IN CONTROL. 


The law provides that the State 
Board of Health or its representative 
may, if it desires, divide a city into 
districts within some of which onlj 
Its vaccination requirements may pre- 
vail. It is not under necessity to do 
so. 
It- has decided 
in the case of 
Berkeley to treat the whole city as 
one district, and it Is legally justiflec 
in so doing. The matter is quite out- j 
side the control of any other 
local 
authorities than Dr. Benton, the rep- 
resentative of the State Board 
of 


Health. 
'1 saw Dr. Benton this afternoon 
regarding the exclusion of vaccinated 
children. 
The orders under which 
he is acting are valid orders from the 
stats' board. Vaccination certificates 
have been received, he told me, from 
children whose arms showed not the 
vestige of a scar, thus denoting- be- 
yond doubt that the certificates were 
fraudulently issued. Others were re- 
ceived from children who admitted 
being 
given 
Vaccination powders,' 


which are not recognized within the 
legal meaning 6f vaccination." 


FOBCE NOT NECESSARY. 


Director Briggs interposed the wish 
that some legal action be taken to- 
ward the prosecution of physicians 
who might--: have 
furnished 
such 
fraudulent certificates. 
In reply to 
a question Burpee further said: 
"The exclusion of a child from the 
schools for not being vaccinated need 
not really be acompanied hy force 
to give the parent the right to make 
a test case of the law. The district 
attorney's office would be called upon 
to stanfl by the Board /if Education 
In such a cause and we would waive 
any sobh technicality. 
If any par- 
ents are, therefore 
keeping their

in 
school until they

bodily ejected in order to have a case,

Director - Briggs declared that 
he 
regretted even contemplating the pic- 
ture of a policeman carrying a. child 
from the schools.

REPORTED NEAR SHAKEUP 


Reorganization Said to Be Due; Many 


Changes Are Planned 


Reorganization • of the fire depart- 
ment and a general shakeup among 
the employes and 
officers 
may be 


heralded in a request by Commission- 
er of Public Health and Safety Fred 
C. Turner to the civil service com- 
mission to examine present conditions 
in the flre department and to make 
f o r 
possible 
recommendations 
changes. 
The 'civil service commis- 


sion will enter upon the investigation 
of the work immediately, according 
to Harrison S. Robinson, president of 
the board. 
It Is claimed that while the flre 
department is one of the most expen- 
sive in the city government, its or- 
ganization has been allowed to de- 
velop in a"1 haphazard manner, 
and 
there has never been any systematl- 
zation of the work of the men 
or 


officers or of instruction as to the 
best methods of flre fighting and flre 
prevention. 
It 
is the aim of the 


present investigation to map out a 
method of regeneration In the flre de- 
partment to make it an efficient body 
of men able' to cope with the work 
of fire fighting and the even 
more 
important work of the scientific mea- 
sures aimed 
to 
prevent the occur- 


rence of fire. 
CRITICISM IS MADE. 


Considerable criticism Is said 
to 
have been quietly directed at the flre 
department for several months, and 
there nave 
been 
many discussions 


and conferences on the subject 
be- 


tween city officials. 
Citizens, have 


complained to Commissioner P. C. 
Turner that 
In several 
Instances 


members of the fire department have 
been seen loitering about In front of 
corner 
saloons. 
Turner Instructed 
Fire Chief N. A. Ball to see that this 
was discontinued. 


Chief Ball explains that his 
de- 
partment Ig as efficient 
as 
possible 


with the -number of men and the ap- 


paratus at his disposal. 
Critics of 
the department are inclined to dis- 
agree with him, and to consider that 
if the men were trained for 
their 


work and were given a chance to ad- 
vance through their ability and devo- 
tion to work, the efficiency of 
the 
department would be materially In- 
creased. 
LETTER FROM TURNER. 
Tho reorganization of the depart- 


ment will be attempted in response 
to the following letter from Turner, 
pledging 
his co-operation 
to 
the 


work of reorganization: 


Civil Service Board, Oakland, 


California. 
Gentlemen: — After 


conferring with the Chief of the 
Fire Department and with the 
President of your board, I re- 
spectfully 
request 
that 
your 
Board make an examination of 
the organization and work o£ the 
Flre Department with a. view to 
its betterment and the extension 
of its work. The Department is 
now i making an inspection of 
business houses for tho purpose 
of lessening the flre risk, but it

SACRAMENTO, Tan. 29.— Public hear- 


ings nill occupy much of the remaining 
time of legislators before adjournment. 
Joint Senate and Assembly committees 
' on public morals will hold a public hear- 


ing: tomorrow night on the so-called Iowa 
injunction bill for the abatement of the 
social evil. The bill provides that places 
of ill-repute, as determined by their rep- 
utations, shall ba closed upon application 
of a*iy citizen, on injunction processings. 
If the temporary injunction is made per- 
manent the property may not be used 
for any purpose whatever for the suc- 
ceeding year. 


Thursday night the same committee 


will have a public hearing on various 
bills which provide for one day of rest in 
seven. 


The Senate committee on public health 


and quarantine will hold a public hear- 
ing Thursday afternoon at 3 o'clock on 
Senator CassWy's bill for the supervision 
of oyster beds and oyster packing plants 
by the state board of health. 


STRAPHANGER'S COMFORT. 


Bills designed to add to the comfort of 


the "straphangers" 
and 
"commuter" 


were Introduced yesterday by Assembly- 
man Howard A. Peairs of Los Angeles 
and H. V7. Brown of San Mateo, respec- 
tively. Peairs' bill makes it a misde- 
meanor for a street railway company to 
demand fare from a passenger who can 
not find a seat; that railroad companies 
must sell tickets good for use within 
thirty days and that any railroad passen- 
ger may obtain a refund If he be not 
provided with a set. 
Brown's bill provides that passengers 


on railroad trains may obtain a refund 
' for that portion of their Journey In which 
they are forced to stand. 


The legislation drawn up by the state 


industrial accident board runs counter to 
the provisions of a workmen's compensa- 
tion bill to be introduced by Assembly- 
man H. C. Nelson of Eureka, who has 
based his measure upon the acts now 
In force in Washington and Oregon. His 
b'l1, the author says, -will, by making the 
death benefits the same in each case, 
leave the employer no incentive to hire 
the single instead of the married man. 


- 
COMPULSORY INSURANCE. 


The bill provides for the compulsory 


liability "insurance -for his men by the 
employer in certain extra hazardous oc- 
cupatiors, such as factories, foundries. 
breweries, wharves, powder works, laun- 
dries, logging, electric light plants and 
telephone and telegraph work and rail- 
roads. Each employer pays a certain as- 
sessment for the compensation of work- 
men Injured In factories of his class In 
the state; the assessments and benefits 
are left to be worked out by thei state 
Industrial accident board. 
Workmen 
engaged 
In occupations 


classed 
as 
not 
extra-hazardous may 


elect, as may their employers, whether 
they desire to put themselves under the 
operation of the act. It also Is optional 
with the farmer and the employer of do- 
mestic labor. 
A state Inspection bureau Is provided 


to see that all machinery is operated In 
such a manner as to be least dangerous 
to the workman, and any employer neg- 
lecting to safeguard his machinery is lia- 
ble to suit by the state, any damages 
recovered to go to the schvJl fund. 
The act, the author says, will prevent 


the- employer from being financially crip- 
pled by a severe accident In his shops. 
and at the same time will protect the 
employe, from loss In case his employer 
is bankrupt The bill Is designed to so 
Into effect October 1, 1913, and »1EO,000 
Is appropriated for -th.1

Dwyer's 


statements were in answer to the rea- 
sons 
advanced 
by 
Assemblyman 


Schmitt of San Francisco, author of 
the bill, in favor of Its being approv- 
ed for passage by the committee. 
The expressed 
sentiment 
of 
the 


committee throughout 
the 
meeting-, 


which waxed warm and consumed the 
entire session ot the committee, was 
strongly antagonistic to the measure. 
Assemblymen McDonald and Eyan of 
San Francisco both attacked the ar- 
guments advanced 
by 
Schmitt and 


declared the people of San Francisco 
did not want municipal harbor con- 
trol and that the movement was a gi- 
gantic political scheme. 
Dwyer further branded the bill as 
a scheme to put the control of the 
harbor, which within a comparatively 
few years will represent an asset of 
between $250,000,000 
and $500,000,- 


000, In tha hands of San Francisco 
politicians, 


CHARGES DISCRIMINATIOX. 
Schmitt, in his argument for mu- 


nicipal control of the San Francisco 
waterfront declared that the state es- 
tablished a precedent in 1911 when 
It granted to Oakland, Los Angeles, 
Long Beach and San Diego, municipal 
control 
of 
their -waterfronts. 
He 
stated that on this basis Sari Francis- 
co was being 
discriminated against 


and as a result would be placed in the 
position of not being able to compete 
against Oakland in the event that the 
trans-bay metropolis should cut rates 
or otherwise endeavor to Induce ship- 
ping over its wharves. 
He argued that 
the 
people had 
never spent a cent toward the devel- 
opment of San Francisco harbor and 
that only In one instance, in 1906, af- 
ter the San Francisco fire, the state 
was called ut>on to help out the har- 
bor by an appropriation of $100,000. 
Oa this basis he contended, that In- 
asmuch as the harbor -was self-sup- 
porting the people, of the state had no 
direct interest In It and that the state 
would be amply protected by the city 
Issuing bonds to cover all outstanding 
indebtedness. 
Schmitt s whole argument in favor 


of the his bill was that It would give 
the city of San Francisco a chance to 
compete with Oakland, in the event 
Oakland entered into too keen com- 
petition. He contended that Oakland 
could 
cut its , harbor tolls and fix 
rates to 
suit 
itself, whereas, 
San 
Francisco -would have to go before the 
stie legislature and ask permission 
to cut or otherwise a'rrange its tolls 
so as to compete -with Oakland. 
Dwyer offered 
evidence 
to 
show 
that Schmltt's fears 
of competition 


were not well foun'ded. He declared 
that it would be Impossible lor Oak- 
land to attract commerce away from 
the San Francisco waterfront, unless 
It would serve the best purpose and 
in that event, It would go to Oakland 
anyway.FEARS COMBIXATIOX. 


Schmitt maintained In answer 
to 


Dwyer that political alliances might 
be formed to affect the San Francisco 
harbor. He contended that San Die- 
go, Los Angeles, Long Beach, Oak- 
land and Eureka could combine their 
strength In -the state legislature and 
work against the Interests of 
San 


Francisco. 
An echo of the bargaining between 


San Francisco and Los Angeles 
at 
the 1911 session was heard, when As- 
semblyman McDonald forced Schmitt 
to admit that he had entered Into an 
agreenient to vote for the Los An- 
geles harbor bill with tho understand- 
ing that Loa Angeles would help out 
San Francisco 
In 
the 
reapportlon- 


ment fight. 
Assemblyman Ryan 
offered evi- 


dence to show that the people of San 
Francisco 
did 
not want municipal 


h&rbor control. 
He said that 
the 
board of supervisors would not go on 
record as favoring It and that

bill when the 


supervisors refused to recognize the 
proposed charter amendments affect- 
Ing harbor „ control.

"The people 
of.Oakland ar« not 
galoots," said Dwyer," touching on the 
question of Oakland cutting its tolls 
so low that It would throw the burden 
of supporting the harbor on thp tax- 
payer Instead of making It self-sus- 
taining. "No city would run a, harbor 
for the benefit of the shipowner," ho 
continued, "and the 
taxpayers of 


Oakland would soon Iclok' If asked 
to pay the burden In order to extend 
privileges to shipowners." 


Dwyer further maintained that the 
Snn Franrlwo harbor l-r th* propprtv 
of the whole people of the state by its 
very nature and that tt is the state's 
one most valuable ruwet.

PROCEED yvrm CONSTRUCTION 


After acquiring, title to a site, vest- 


ed In the State of California, It would 
then be incumbent upon the commis- 
sion to proceed, In con junction t with 
the state engineer's office, with 
the 


construction 
of 
a 
building. 
The 
plans would be designed through the 
state department of engineering and 
the structure would be erected under 
contracts awarded through the engi- 
neer's ofllSe based 
on the accepted 
plans for the building. 


In the event any of the appropriat- 
ed J20.000 were not used in the ac- 
tual construction of the building 
It 
Is provided that the balance be util- 
ized In the furnishing and equipping 
of the proposed armory and arsenal. 


Oakland already has a bill in the

Attempt to Dominate 


Water Rights Opposed 


SACRAMENTO, Jan. 23.—A bill, where- 
by' the so-called "grabbing" *cheme of 
Nevada—an alleged attempt to dominate 
Northern California's water right* Will be 
squelched, has been introduced in the sen- 
ate. If it passe* It will mean millions of 
dollars to California and will preserve to 
California ranchmen the rights over Inter, 
state streams which they have heretofore 
enjoyed unmolested. 
User* of water on the California side of 
tho line have accused their Nevada neigh- 
bor* of entering into a. conspiracy to rob 
them of the water rights they have used 
ever Blnce tha stats wa«. settled. In thl* 
plan, the Supreme court of tho united 
States appeared to agree, for, in a decision 
that seemed to place the California ranch- 
men at the mercy of Nevada, that court 
rm»rt th«f Avcrv rtlxrmt* hettrnMi Cali- 
fornia and Nevada riparian owners must 
be tried by the Nevada courts. 


FIND SAVING CLAUSE. 


Attorneys discovered, however, 
that 
there was a saving clause In the famoua 
decision. The supreme court ruled, in- 
deed, that the court* of Nevada possessed 
Jurisdiction, but that the ease* arlxlng un- 
der this decision must be tried under the 
laws of California.

Jie lea«t favored of the .quartet in that 
his concern received contracts aggregating 
only $26.060. 


The voluminous report, containing more 
:han 6000 words, is accompanied by a full 
transcript of the testimony taken by the 
committee. This transcript contains more 
than 11,000 words, covering the examina- 
tion of many witnesses at hearings ex- 
tending for a number of months. 


Shannon ,is said to be charged with 


making advance orders at exorbitant 
prices for the purpose of defeating the 
competitive contract features of the stat- 
ute and enabling his favorites to sell the 
state enormous quantities of materials 
that did not come up to specifications in 
any particular except price. 


Touching specifically tha management of 


the printing office in relation to the alle- 
gations of extortion In the sale of text 
books the report is .declared to state that 
for many years, under the administra- 
tion of William W. Shannon, superinten- 
dent of state printing, the cost of text 
books as charged by tho state printing of- 
fice and levied against tho school children 
of this state was grossly excessive and ex- 
tortionate.

At present the law forbids the sale of liquor within one mile 


of the grounds of the State University. The purpose of this law 
is so obviously wise that no good citizen is likely to quarrel with 
it. But there are exceptional cases when the rigid application of 
the law cannot serve the purpose which it was enacted to serve, 
and merely inflicts a hardship without reason or conferring any 
corresponding benefit. 


An example in point is the Claremont Hotel, which is partly 


within the corporate limits of Berkeley and partly within the 


unicipal boundaries of Oakland. The Berkeley*-charter prohibits

the issuance of liquor licenses, but in Oakland the license system 
prevails. The Claremont Hotel, which is nearing completion, 
represents an investment of ?1,500,000. It was built to be a 
residence and resort hotel of the same class as the Green Hotel at 
Pasadena, but it cannot be made a financial success unless guests 
can be served with wines and liquors. 
Allowing liquor to be 


sold there will not affect the regulation provided to promote 
temperance among students attending the University because 
the Claremont Hotel is off the direct lines of travel to and from 
the University campus and is distant from the business center of 
Berkeley. 


While the Claremont Hotel is within the one-mile limit, as the 


crow flies, it is distant, by the shortest road, a mile and a quarter 
from the University grounds. A shoulder of the mountain sep- 
arates the hotel from the University and Berkeley. Thus a topo- 
graphical condition places the Claremont Hotel outside the mile 
limit, so far as the actuality of travel is concerned. A person 
in Berkeley wanting liquor twould find it far more convenient to 
come to Oakland than to go to the Claremont Hotel. Besides, 
drinking to excess would never be tolerated at the Claremont 
Hotel, because the owners could not afford to have it become 
a drinking resort or known as such. 


Here, then, is a case calling for relaxation of a rule which 


was instituted to serve a good purpose. To enforce the letter 
of the rule would not serve the object it was intended to serve. 
Moreover, the facts of physical geography contradict the theory 
on which the law was framed. 


As if to interpose a barrier to the opening of the Claremont 


Hotel, Assemblyman Butler has introduced a bill to extend the 
prohibition limit from a mile to a mile an^ a half. Should his bill 
become a law it will do no good because it will not stop anyone from 
drinking liquor who drinks it under existing conditions. Anyone 
who will go a mile from the University to get a drink will as 
readily go two miles. The car ride costs a* nickel in either event. 
As a matter of fact, students come all the way to the business 
center of Oakland when they want a glass of beer; they do not 
stop at the nearest place on the way, and what drinking they do 
is merely incidental to coming where they can attend the thea- 
ters and other places of amusement. 


We venture to say that the students of the University of 


California are as sober a lot of young men as can be found any- 
where, and are in as little need of the protection of the law as can 
be imagined. To extend the prohibitive area, as Mr. Butler pro- 
poses, would not cause ^one drink the less to be taken, but would 
tend to make unremunerative such enterprises as the Claremont 
Hotel. 


The law should be changed to meet the exceptional conditions 


presented in this particular case. The hotel is an improvement 
of which the people of Berkeley and Oakland are justly proud. 
It is to be a hostelry of the highest class, and the vast amount of 
capital invested in it should be conserved and given an bppor- 
tunity to make itself remunerative. By reason of the exceptional 
conditions existing, to say nothing of the class to which this hotel 
belongs, the sale of liqiior there will not contravene the purpose 
of the'mile limit law nor will it be the slightest menace to the 
peace and quiet of the neighborhood. Probably every resident of 
the Claremont district is in favor of the hotel being allowed to 
serve liquor to guests. If they were interviewed on the subject 
probably the -Regents and the faculty would unite in saying that 
serving liquor at the Claremont Hotel would not interfere with, the 
sobriety of the students or militate in any way against the high 
standard of morality prevailing at the University. 


The Claremont Hotel is a big enterprise. It has cost a great 


deal of money, which has been invested to serve a communal 
want. Why punish the men who have built it, to serve no prac- 
tical purpose? This is a case where mere theory or prejudice 
should give way to fairness and common sense. 


The Late Judge De Haven. 


Some queer blunders were made in the published obituaries 


of the late Judge De Haven. Several of the leading newspapers 
said he went to Humboldt county in 1863. He went there in 1853, 
his parents going there on the same steamer witfi the parents of 
George A. Knight. 


Some of the' newspapers made the mistake of saying that 


Judge De Haven served two terms in Congress, He was elected 
only once to Congress and resigned at the close of the first 
session because of disagreement with his party associates. Judge 
De Haven was elected to Congress in 1888, defeating Hon. Thomas 
L. Thompson, afterward minister to Brazil, and voted against 


' the McKinley tariff bill, defying the Republican caucus. He was 


succeeded by Hon. Thomas Geary.

When McKinley was elected President in 1896 he appointee 


Judge De Haven to the Federal bench, and in doing so made a 
selection that •was.univeiaally approved by the bar and iaity of 
this State. Evidently President McKinley did not hold it against 
Judge De Haven that the latter voted against the tariff bill 
framed by Mr. McKinley. 
* 


Judge De Haven was peculiarly fitted for the bench, but had 


no taste and little talent for legislation; he was too unbending, 
too uncompromising. His austere integrity shone on the bench, 
but it made him impracticable as a legislator. 


The vacancy created by the death of Judge De Haven will 


probably be filled by the appointment of a Democrat. In that 
tvent, just two men occur to us as fitted to fill the shoes of the 
einiiiuul juii&u wiio has just passed away—either Hon. Peter J. 
Shields of Sacramento or Hon. James H. 'Seawell of San Fran- 
cfBCO will make an ideal successor to Judge De Haven. They are 
both men of proof and-quality. 


The Fresno Republican accuses Senator Sanford, the Crested 


Jayhawk of the Mendocino mountains, of "pinhpad politics." The 
Crested Jftyhawk should understand that the Fresno Republican 
and its allies have a monopoly of pinhead politics. He has been 
getting on a private- reservation, and should immediately back 
up.

A Voice from the Pie Counter. 


It is not surprising that Joseph J. Dwyer, president of the 


State Harbor Commission, should object to the State ceding the 
waterfront of San Francisco to the city. State ownership gives 
Mr. Dwyer his position, and his position gives Mr. Dwyer power, 
prominence and importance. Mr. Dwyer is not likely to see merit 
in any proposition that will strip him of his factitious power and 
retire him to obscurity. Nor is it reasonable to expect him to 
state the real reasons which prompt him to protest against 
giving San Francisco the right to formulate her own harbor 
policy and administer the harbor which has made her a great 
commercial city and the premier seaport on the Pacific Coast. 


Mr. .Dwyer says San Francisco asks the State to give her prop- 


erty worth $200,000,000 for nothing. The property in question 
is the waterfront and the improvements. This property did not 
cost the State a cent, and it does not yield the State a dollar of 
revenue. The cost of the improvements has been paid by taxing 
the commerce flowing in and out of San Francisco. Does Mr. 
Dwyer propose that ultimately the State shall collect revenue in 
the shape of harbor dues, wharf rents, etc., from the port of San 
Francisco? 
Otherwise, his meaning is not clear. Certainly the 


State sacrifices nothing by handing over the city control of prop- 
erty which pays the State no revenue, and to surrender which will 
relieve the State of all present and future responsibility." 


Every great port in Europe is under municipal control. In 


Hamburg, Liverpool, Glasgow. Antwerp, London and Marseilles 
the port facilities are under municipal control and are managed 
primarily to promote the commercial growth and welfare of the 
cities immediately interested. _ The idea is that enlightened self- 
interest will dictate a1 policy of improvement to meet the demands 
of commerce and a policy of administration that will lighten the 
Imposts on commerce to the lowest possible figure. That is the 
policy which has made^Liverpool, Hamburg, Antwerp, Rotterdam, 
Glasgow and Marseilles the great seaports they are, fully equipped 
to handle the trade of the sea with the greatest expedition and 
the lowest cost. 


This policy has been endorsed by successive acts of the Legis- 


lature, but Mr. Dwyer argues that it should not apply to San 
Francisco. He contends that the control of the San Francisco 
waterfront should be political rather than commercial because 
he is the fruit of the political system. Mr. Dwyer speaks for the 
system which he represents rather than for the interests- of San 
Francisco or the commercial interests of the State.

Jean Pratt,1 driver for Boudin's bakery, 
387 Tenth avenue, was thrown from 
his wagon and escaped with a few 
bruises. Ten or 12 passengers on the 
cav, some of whom were women, were 
prevented from jumping through the 
heroic efforts of Conductor Mark C. 
Morehart and Policeman Harry Se- 
guine, who was a passenger. 


Motorman Thompson was rescued 


from his position and given first aid 
for his injuries In the house of En- 
gine 93.

builder, shot and killed his son Merrill, 
15 years old, on a fishing launch an- 
chored In the harbor last night, and then 
committed suicide by rending a rifle bul- 
let through his head.

Carl, 18 years old, Jumped overboard 
when his father began firing and escaped

Jorsensin and tho boys went aboard

According to the 
surviving son, Jorgenson was in a quar- 
relsome mood owing to domestic trou- 
bles.

boy jumped overboard, missing: two bul- 
lets, and Jorgenson turned to the young- 
er son. He sent one bullet through Mer- 
rill's head and the boy dropped to the 
deck dead. 


Jorgenson's body was found 
in 
the 


cabin of Use launch. He haa lain down 
on a bunk and sent a bullet through his 
temple at such an angle that it nearly 
tore off the top of his head. 
The boy 


who escaped immediately rowed ashore 
and notified the police, who removed the 
bodies of the father and youngei son. 
Jorsenson was 57 years old and had ac- 
quired considerable property during a 
long residence at the harbor.

ATHLETICS 


Declaring that the grammar school 
athletes 8'iould bo systematized, Prof. Q. 
H. Pfund, supervisor of physical culture 
In the local schools, has recommended 
closer supervision on the part of the 
teachers, principals and directors of out- 
door recreation. 
To expedite matters, 
athletics will be divided into three groups

events. 


(Jon of the plan for Individual athletics for 
grammar grade boys. Any boy may take 
part in these exercises during any time

The habit of keeping the mouth open 
either waking or sleeping is prejudicial to the health of the 
teeth. Particles of matter accumulate around the neck of the 
teeth and in the cracks and interstices from such exposure, 
membranes covering the gums and lining the lips and mouth 
at the same time lose their natural delicacy and healthy char- 
acter, growing unpleasant, parched and stiff, so that speech 
becomes difficult and imperfect till the parts become again 
lubricated. 


Have you never seen persons who do not seem to swallow, 


but who allow the saliva to accumulate while they talk? Such 
persons do not breathe through the nose. From their manner 
of speaking their nostrils close at the back and cause a dis- 
agreeable expression in the face and an unpleasant tone of 
voice. Old-fashioned people rub their teeth and gums with the 
pulp of an orange. They say the orange cleanses the teeth and 
stimulates the gums. The teeth should be cleansed after each 
meal so that no particles of food may remain to decay them.

Professor T. H. Reed Discusses 


Organizations at State 


University. 


UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA, Jan. 
2i. — The necessity of political parties 
from both the political and moral stand- 
points was declared by Professor Tbojnas 
H. Reed in his address before the League 
of the Republic at California hall yes- 
terday afternoon. He spoke, by example. 
of the English government In the 18th 
century as so corrupt that "the modern 
Archbald and Lorimer would seem men 
of highest honor beside the worst of. its 
m«n." 


With these corrupt states he compared 
the morality of the present day political 
parties, saying: "Where you have substi- 
tuted for fraud and corruption the ap- 
peal to public reason, then you have the 
, 
modern political party." 


The speaker exhorted 
his hearers" to 
join any party, whatsoever, rather than 
stay on the outside; explaining that be- 
Ine a memb»r of r>. part;- was the same 
as being a member of the State. But he 
cautioned against adhering to a party 
after It had acted contrary to one's own 
beliefs. 


He concluded bv pointing out the three 
large divisions of opinion. These he de- 
fined as first, those who desire things 
as they are, or the Conservatlsts; sec- 
ond. those who desire to amend the ex- 
isting conditions or Progressives; and 
the Socialists, who. dissatisfied with the 
present conditions, wish to change them 
altogether by revolution.

the State. 


ONLY MEDAL TROPHY.

Brown's bill would allow la one at whicll 
no admission is charged, not ono to ex- 
ceed ten rounds, gloves to be at least of 
eight ounces, no prize to be given the 
winner except & medal or trophy not to 
exceed In value 135, and to have perma- 
nently engraved upon It tho name ot tho 
winner and the date of the event. 


Any Magistrate U empowered to hale 


before him any person or persons even 
suspected of planning to hold one of the 
tabooed bouts. If It appears that toere 
Is any chance of the commission of the 
offense ao deadly In Brown's eyes, the 
promoter la to be put under $5000 bonds 
that he will not for a year thereafter com- 
mit any »uch contemplated offense. 


WHO ARE GUILTY.

Rugby Union 1ms Issued a statement, set- 
ting forth its position in the muddle that 
has followed the resignation of the Uni- 
versity of California from the governing 
body 
That the Hugby Union had been hard 


hit Is evident by the severe language cm- 
ployed in criticizing the university au- 
thorities for their action In withdrawing. 
Thehe Is little in the lettei that points 
to a solution of the difficulties 


Tha statement In full is as follows 
"The California Rugby Union was form- 
ed by the Univen.itj of Califo1 nia, Stan- 
ford University, the Barbarian and Olym- 
pic Clubs, St Mary s and Santa Clara 
Colleges, and tne universities of Southern 
California and Nevada during last spring 
and summer 
"Delegates from these clubs met and 
adopted a constitution which announced 
Hi objects to be to foster and control 
Rugby football in this State, to manage 
California representative teams, and draw 
up a set of rules and bylaws, same in ac- 
cordance with those adopted bj the Rugbj 
Unions of Great 
Britain, Australasia, 
South Africa and Prance 
All was done 
voluntarily and unanlmouslj, and all clubs | 
seemed united in the general Idea that 
organisation was not only desirable, but 
essential 
It was recoffnued that Rugby 
had developed many problems that would 
take an organization to cope with 
| 


UNION ASSUMES BURDEN. 
r 
"Tho immediate burden assumed by the 
union on its organization was the flnanc- I 
.ng and management of the Australian, 
trip This it successfully did—all members 
co-operating fulli 
The University of Cali- 
fornia was foremost In this endeavor, fur- 
nishing the president and several men 
who were very active workers and guar- 
anteeing their share of the money needed, 
and also getting their share 
of 
the 
games 
"It became necessary to pick an all- 


star team to play the Australians In two 
meetings. In which the University of Cal- 
ifornia was well represented and voted, 
a committee was chosen to select the 
team The Unh ersity of California Imme- 
diately presume! that the selected com- 
mittee would discriminate to the Inter- 
ests of the State Institution players, and 
before the team was announced or the 
game plaved voiced themselves as op- 
Posed to any committee on which the 
University of California did not have a 
man 
Consistent with this attitude, the 
executive committee of the University of

It announces that no one's 
will but Its own shall dictate 
as

games on its own field 
It would have 
an advisory union where delegates meet 
to discuss and exchange ideas, but never 
bindingly agree 
It would emasculate th« 
original union and leave It a skeleton of

self-sufficiency. 
"Further In its demand for such 'In- 
dependence,' 
California demands repre- 
sentation on all selection committees of 
representative teams 
That in itself Is

chosen and has acted without a Univer- 
sity of California member, and another 
could do equally -well, probably, with a 
University of California member But the 
demand for m&mbership Is ill advised 
and ii indicative of a distrust which is 
not wholesome.
